“The Far Eastern naval forces 
as well as unattached ships of the 
navy in Indo-China immediately 
began searches which still con- 
tinue. Seaplanes in the colony are 
also participating. 

“Informed immediately, the 
navy ministry notified the families 
of members of the crew.” 

An hour after issuing this state- 
ment the naval ministry said there 
was little likelihood of a further 
announcement before tomorrow 
morning.

Musgrove Defends Cost of 
Operating Mansion for 
State Affairs. 


The following statement was is- 
sued at the Governor’s office yes- 
terday by Downing Musgrove, ex- 
ecutive secretary: 

“By the Associated Press today, 
Representative Herschel, Lovett 
has seen fit to criticize Mrs. Rivers 
for the expenditures of $150 week- 
ly that is allowed her for the up- 
keep, servants’ hire, etc., for the 
Governor’s mansion. It is regret- 


table he has seen fit to do this, 
and to clarify this situation, the 
report of the economy committee 
covering the executive department 
on this particular expenditure, is 
quoted below: 

“This committee has been asked 
by several members of the house 
to investigate the alleged payment 
to the wife of the Governor of a 
salary of $150 a week as hostess 
at the mansion. The committee 
has made a thorough investigation 
of this matter, and finds the fol- 
lowing to be the facts in regard 
to this matter: 

“When Governor Rivers went 
into office, a survey was made by 
the state auditor and the executive 
secretary of the cost of operation 
of the Governor’s mansion during 
past administrations. After mak- 
ing this.survey they found that, in 
their opinion, the average cost of 
operating the Governor’s mansion, 
including servants, the Governor’s | 
chauffeur, the care and mainte- 
nance of the Governor’s automo- 
bile, and various state entertain- 
ments, including dinners for leg- 
islative conferences and other con- 
ferences with state executives and 
others having state business, en- 
tertaining members of the general 
assembly, would amount to ap-| 
proximately $150 per week. | 

“It was decided at that time by 
the executive secretary of the 
Governor and the state auditor 
that rather than drawing individ- 
ual vouchers for each of these in- 
dividual items, that there would 
be granted a weekly allowance of 
$150 to cover all of these items of 
expense, The testimony before 
this committee is that this does 
not pay for any of the food, cloth- 
ing, etc., for the Governor and the 
official family, but pays only for 
affairs of state, servants, and the 
other items listed above. This 
money is not paid, so we find 
from sworn testimony, 
of the Governor as a salary for her | 
duties as hostess at the mansion, 
but goes to cover actual items of 
expense incurred at the mansion in 
the manner above set out. 

“We find that during previous 
years the items of expense covered

REVISION OF TAXES 


Seeks To Reach -More on 
Smaller and Middle In- : 
come Planes. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—()— 
A suggestion came from President 
Roosevelt today that the federal 
income taxes should be revised 
to reach more of the little fellows 
and take a bigger chunk from the 
incomes of those in the present 
middle brackets. 

The chief executive said at his 
press conference, however, that he 
doubted that congress could do 
anything along this line at the 
present session, a view with which 
congressional leaders were entire 


ily in accord. 


Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the house ways 
and means committee, which han- 
dles all tax legislation, said he 
thought broadening the income tax 
base should be considered in a 
proposed study, between sessions 
of congress, of the whole tax situ- 
ation. 

Mr. Roosevelt made it clear that 
he thought lowering the exemp- 
tions to reach persons not now 
paying income taxes would be de- 
sirable from the standpoint of giv- 


‘ing them added responsibilities of 


citizenship, aside from the reve- 
nue possibilities. 
In fact, it would not bring in 


|any tremendous revenue, he said, 


and in that connection referred to 
what he termed silly and political 
editorials to the effect that lower- 
ing a single man’s exemption from 
$1,000 to $800 and a married man’s 
from $2,500 to $1,200 would permit 
the government to pay off the na- 
tional debt. 

As to the middle bracket tax- 
payers—those with incomes of 
$10,000 to $50,000 a year—Mr. 
Roosevelt said they probably 
should be raised a bit, but men- 
tioned no figures.

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Helpful, or Otherwise 

Testimony by Robert L. Cooney, of Atlanta, 
before the monopoly committee at Washing- 
ton, has again brought to public attention the 
practice of “lobbying’’ during congressional and 
legislative sessions. The Atlantan described 
methods used in attempts to defeat bills pro- 
viding for special taxes on life insurance pre- 
miums. 

Opinions as to the propriety of lobbying are 
at wide variance, but few will deny that a tax 
on life insurance premiums is undesirable. It 
is a direct tax on thrift, penalizing the finest 
type of citizens, those with the desire and de- 
termination to lay up their own financial se- 
curity, for themselves and for their families. 

For, under the fine mathematical formulas, 
known as mortality tables, upon which life in- 
surance premiums are based, any tax on this 
source can only be paid by the policyholders 
themselves. Wise lawmakers, seeking the best 
interests of all the people, would do everything 
possible to encourage the practice of life in- 
surancé, rather than making it more difficult. 

This, however, possibly is not directly con- 
nected with the issue raised by Mr. Cooney’s 
testimony. That direct issue is whether or not 
such methods as he describes are legitimate 
means in seeking defeat of undesirable—from 
some viewpoints—legislation or securing the en- 
actment of bills desired. 

Certainly, lobbying in its more vicious mani- 
festations is an evil. At its worst it involves 
the purchasing, for cash, of the votes of venal 
legislators. A legislator whose vote is for sale 
is unfit to hold his office. 

On the other hand, certain types of so-called 
“lobbying,” undoubtedly serve the public in- 
terest. Business, finance and life itself have 
become so complicated no man can hope to 
possess such wide knowledge he can give proper 
judgment on every legislative question, unaided, 
The lobbyist who sincerely and honestly seeks 
to disseminate true information on the subjeet 
about which he is best informed is performing 
a service to the legislators and their con- 
stituents alike. 

It is a basic principle of the American sys- 
tem that there shall be neither special privilege 
for special groups nor unjust oppression. This 
is fundamental. Surely the “lobbyist” whose 
work results in prevention of injustice to any 
group has performed a worthy service, just as 
has the legislative watchdog who guards against 
the extension of special, un-American privileges. 

The tenor of some of the letters from Mr. 
Cooney, put into the record of the monopoly 
committee, was undoubtedly unfortunate. There 
is no evidence, however, that he used any other 
means than those of argument and persuasion. 
There is no testimony that any Georgia iegis- 
Jator sold his vote or his integrity. 

And, if the result of Mr. Cooney’s activities 
was to save the Georgia holders of life in- 
surance policies from special taxation on their 
premiums, his work undoubtedly served good 
purpose. 

Likewise, it must never be forgotten that it 
is always possible for the venal legislator, rare 
though he may be, to introduce a bill aimed 
against some particular group or interest, with 
no other hope than that its later withdrawal 
may be profitable.

Breeding grounds have geen acquired in 
many of the 40 states throughout the nation 
which are co-operating in this worth-while at- 
tempt to keep wild life alive. The group hopes in 
time to put in operation breeding tracts of large 
acreage in Canada, where there is plenty of 


room to spare. While membership in the group 
is small, leaders in the movement some day 
hope to place the entire plan on a self-support- 
ing basis. — 

The citizen who never draws a bead on a 
bird, no less than hunters and sportsmen, are 
lauding this workable plan to conserve wild life 
all over the nation. It is another indication 
that civilized man is really growing up.

Fallacy Grows Plainer 

The basic fallacy of federal control of wages 
and hours is more and more being reflected in 
industrial turmoil and uncertainty. Actually, 
while the cotton textile wage recommendations 
have been the most startling yet to be con- 
sidered, it is evident the entire structure is 
showing definite signs of intrinsic weakness. 

It was warned when the law was being con- 
sidered in congress that, if it attempted to set 
up a flat minimum wage for the whole country, 
it would in effect heighten the tariff walls in 
the north against southern goods, force south- 


ern factories to shut down and add, both di-. 


rectly and indirectly, to unemployment in this 
section. The surface answer would be that the 
setting up of a differential would equalize com- 
petitive conditions. It is what is now sought in 
the textile industry as the only possible preven- 
tative of a wholesale shutdown. While this would 
undoubtedly cushion the intricate machinery 
of competition, it does not recognize the real 
complexity of the problem. If the differential, 
which is set, in the final analysis, on the only 
too-human judgment of a single administrator, 
is too small, then the wage law would continue 
to work against the southern workman; if too 
high, it would be equally harmful to the north- 
ern worker, and eventually also to the south- 
erner. 

While “north” and “south” are convenient 
terms to use in a discussion of Wage rates and 
differentials in freight tariffs and living costs, 
actually any completely equitable system of 
differentials would have to be so complicated 
as to be impossible. There are, today, wide 
differences in wages paid in the various south- 
ern states, differences in wages—and living 
costs—between the large cities and the semi- 
rural towns, vast differences in wages between 
industries and between jobs in industries. 

Yet, under the wage-hour law, particularly 
as it is now construed, these intrasectional 
considerations would not be considered. An 
entire section of the country would be arbi- 
trarily forced into a strait-jacket. This would 
then become rigid by a complex set of regula- 
tions, and even though correctly constructed at 
the beginning, would not take into considera- 
tion other factors which govern industrial op- 
erations, raw material price changes, sale price 
fluctuations, seasonal demands, consumer reac- 
tions and the myriad other conditions which 
govern profitable manufacturing. 

The cotton textile wage muddle is typical 
of the arbitrary concept of delegated admin- 
istrative power and the uncertainties which 
necessarily arise from even the most able of 
governmental controls which do not, and can- 
not, encompass the differences in regional econ- 
omies. 

The goal of the wage-hour law was being 
attained through the individual states before 
its enactment, although the operation was 
necessarily slower and consequently more sound. 
It is obvious today that the power to place a 
“floor under wages and a ceiling over hours” 
should be returned to the states and removed 
entirely from the centralized and arbitrary 
power of a federal administrator.

sumed the chil] correctness of a justice of the supreme court, he 
tamped the explosive into one last big public bombshell and set the 
fuse. As one unhappy utilities magnate remarked, on learning of 
this final Douglas effort, “That damn man may be Justice Douglas 
now, but I guess we'll always remember him without his robes.” 

The bombshell in question is a neat plan for a $100,000,000 capi- 
tal pool, to be subscribed primarily by the RFC, to be managed by 
the Securities and Exchange Commission,. and to be used for trad- 
ing in utilities properties. The object is to facilitate integration of 
utilities systems under the “death sentence” clause of the holding 
company act. 

The plan will no doubt be greeted as one more governmental 
invasion of the field of private enterprise, but the chances are that 
some instrument such as the’ proposed capital pool will be sorely 
needed before utilities integration is complete. The holding com- 
panies’ integration plans are now before the SEC. They will be 
acted on in the fall. As soon as the attendant ruckus has died down, 
all sorts of subsidiaries and operating companies will have to be 
traded back and forth to accomplish the integrations. When trad- 
ing is sticky, the Douglas pool will buy up subsidiaries, to be sold 


‘again when the system for which they are destined is in a buying 


mood, It is hoped to make a profit, and besides the RFC, private 
underwriters, investment bankers and investment trusts will be per- 
mitted to subscribe, if they so desire. 


DOUGLAS _YARDSTICK .. The plan is certainly extremely dar- 

ing, for it makes the government ‘a 
dealer in common stocks on a very large scale. Yet it is difficult 
to see how else the utilities systems can be successfully integrated, 
for, while the government is empowered to force a holding com- 
pany to divest itself of a subsidiary, it cannot order the subsidiary’s 
purchase by another holding company. The supreme court ordered 
Swift & Co. to dispose of one of its dependent corporations some 
15 years ago, but, as no buyer has yet appeared, the corporation in 


| question is still being managed by a trustee. 


Douglas’ first move, of course, was to prevent the holding com- 


| panies from nullifying the death sentence by blandly offering to 


_ sell, but firmly refusing to buy. At the same time, he had two other 


motives. He has a theory that the ownership of industry is too 
closely concentrated in the financial centers, and his plan provides 
for sale of operating companies to local investors, whenever that 
seems advisable. 

And then he desired to prevent the tremendous killing which 
Wall Street has been hungrily anticipating on integration day. Clear- 
ly, the innumerable changes in corporate ownership required by 
integration of a $14,000,000,000 industry will entail huge refinancing 
operaticns. The utilities confpanies will need long credit, and the 
suppliers of credit might be able to make them pay through the 
nose. With the SEC managing its capital pool, however, there will 
“1a — of yardstick to hold refinancing profits within reasonable 
imits. 


IN THE LONG RUN Until integration is over and done with,

If the sheriff does not 
know about them, in counties so small the goings and comings ‘of 
the individual are noted, he must indeed be senile, deaf and blind. 

The people of Georgia would be shocked could they but talk 
to the members of the state patrol, for instance, and learn what they 
meet with in the daily performance of their duties.

Starts Today With 30 Aboard 


Trip To Be ‘Preview’ Journey for Press and Radio Repre- 
sentatives; Regular Service Between Old and New 
Worlds To Begin in 11 Days. 


By DEVON FRANCIS, 
Associated Press Aviation Editor. 
NEW YORK, June 16.—A great 
flying boat, the latest product of 
engineering science, will lift off 


the water and head for Europe to- 
morrow with the largest number 
of persons aboard ever to cross 
the Atlantic in an airplane. 

The trip will be a “preview” 
flight for press and radio repre- 
sentatives—a “preview” to regular 
passenger service between the old 
and new worlds starting 11 days 
hence, 

The “Atlantic Clipper,” a 
41 1-2-ton machine with four mo- 
tors delivering a total of 6,000 
horsepower, will have 30 persons 


aboard, including the crew, when | 


she takes off for Horta, the 
Azores,. the first port of call. 

Since May 20 Pan-American 
Airways, the first transport com- 
pany in the world to establish 
regular commercial airplane serv- 
ice to Europe, has maintained a 
“shuttle” mail service on the 
route. 

Tomorrow’s flight will be the 
first on which anybody but crew- 
men or “official observers” have 
been transported.

Pensacbla Reports Wind 
Maximum of 54 Miles 
an Hour. 


MOBILE, Ala., June 16.—(7)—A 
tropical storm of diminishing in- 
tensity moved northwestward over 
southeast Mississippi late today 
after whipping up high waves in 
Mobile bay and threatening to ma- 
roon scores of persons in coastal 
communities. 

Connecting highways were in- 
undated, and incoming waters cov- 
ered the Mobile bay bridge cause- 
way. Shortly before noon the wind 
reached. a velocity of 48 miles an 
hour but soon dropped back to 
about 40. A steady rain accompa- 
nied the wind.

BUCKNER LETTER 
BRINGS IN QUEZON 


U. S. Contends Promoter 
Claimed ‘Approach’ to 
President of Philippines. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—(4)— 
The government sought to show 
in the mail fraud trial of William 
P, Buckner Jr. today that the in- 
gratiating young promoter had 
represented to fellow holders of 
defaulted Philippine railway bonds 


he had an “approach” to President 
Quezon, of the Philippines, which 
might result in redemption of the 
securities. 

Buckner, whose four co-de- 
fendants include Felipe Buenca- 
mino, a member of the Philippine 
national legislature, is charged 
with having headed a conspiracy 
to manipulate the bonds. 

The government contends that, 
having obtained bonds in a low 
market, he subsequently collected 
money from a bondholders’ pro- 
tective committee on the false 
claim he could have the Philip- 
pine government redeem the se- 
curities, thus sending up the price. 

Buckner Letter. 

Buckner’s alleged “approach” to 
Quezon was mentioned in a let- 
ter signed by him as chairman of 
'the bondholders’ committee, and

REMAIN iN TIENTSIN 


TIENTSIN, June 16.—()—Ap- 
proximately 300 United States na- 
tionals, besides marines, remained 


tonight in Tientsin and reported ¢ / 


they had experienced compara- 
tively slight difficulties since the 
Japanese began blockading the 
British and French’ concessions 
last Wednesday. 

Four hundred Americans nor- 
mally live in Tientsin, most of 
them in the British and French 
concessions, but about 100 are 
summering elsewhere or went to 
Peiping to escape the troubles of 
the British-Japanese controversy. 

(Secretary of State Hull report- 
ed in Washington that the Tientsin 
foreign colony had begun to feel 
the pinch of the Japanese block- 
ade, particularly in a shortage of 
foodstuffs such as milk and green 
vegetables. ) 

The principal American busi- 
ness here is in furs, rugs, wool, 
bristles, straw braid, gasoline and 
motorcars and trucks. 

Imports of gasoline and motor- 
cars are continuing under Japa- 
nese demand.

Instructions 


for Lifting Tulip 


Bulbs Outlined by Mrs. Nicholson 


The following instructions for 
lifting tulip bulbs are outlined by 
Mrs. J. J. Nicholson, president of 
the Tulip Study Club: 

“Tulip bulbs should be litfed be- 
fore they have fully ripened. 
Prompt digging as soon as they are 
fit is a cardinal point in their 
handling. 

“When the brown coat has fully 
covered the bulb it begins to dis- 
integrate. Apparently the coat: are 
best preserved when the bulbs are 
dug prematurely. lt is not consid- 
ered injuridus to the bulb to dig 
tefore complete maturity. 

“Just wher to dig is a question 
often asked. It is best to dig after 
a light shower of rain Iecrens the 
top soil. WV ben the foliage becomes 
flabby and the stems can be bent 
near the bottom without breaking 
it is safe to dig tulip bulbs. If the 
sun is shining when you dig the 
bulbs, cover them with a burlap 
bag, or place in the shade at once. 
If moist bulbs are exposed to the 
sun a destructive action may be 
set up which converts the entire 


interior of the bulb into a gelatine- 
like mass. 

“After the tulip bulbs are dug, 
cut the leaves off, leaving about 
three inches of stem. Spread the 
bulbs out to dry in a darkened 
place, the time for drying varies 
with weather conditions. As a pro- 
tection from dampness and aphis, 
sprinkle the bulbs with powdered 
sulphur and a little tobacco dust. 
You will be able to tell when they 
are sufficiently dry by the crisp- 
ness of the roots and outer skins. 
The bulbs should. be turned occa- 
sionally while drying. 

“Remove the roots carefully. 
Once this is done the bulbs seem 
to come apart easily. After the 
cleaning process, larger bulbs 
shculd be separated from smaller 
ones, and all should be placed in 
trays or net sacks where air can 
reach them. Again sprinkle with 
powdered sulphur and tobacco dust 
for protection during storage— 
where a temperature of 55 to 60 
degrees shouJd be maintained. 

“Keep your tulip bulbs stored 


until planting time, which the 
study club recommends the first 
two weeks of November for south- 
ern climate. 

“Should you desire to dig your 
bulbs before curing them, plants 
may be lifted and placed in a shal- 
low trench until they ripen. 

“It is a known fact that tulips 
properly planted will bloom pro- 
fusely if left ‘in the ground a sec- 
ond year. For those allowing 
their bulbs to remain in the 
ground, the club recommends a 
good application of bone meal after

women active in the party. Since this bill is not 
mandatory, however, I cannot see how it really 
changes the present situation a great deal. 

I feel quite sure that in the case of coveted positions on com- 
mittees at state conventions, there will be considerable objection 
if any group of women attempt to obtain 50-50 representation! 
However, I suppose that having even a permissive law, rather than 
a party rule, is a step forward for the women, and I congratulate 
Miss Todd and the Governor on achieving this. 

A number of people have written me in opposition to my stand 
that married women should be allowed the privilege of working. 
They plead with me to consider how cruel it is that these married 
women, with husbands well able to support them, should be taking 
jobs away from young people. They insist that most of these mar- 
ried women are simply doubling good incomes and acquiring luxu- 
ries for themselves. They think they are taking the bread out of 
the.mouths of single women who are helping to support members 
of their families. 

It sounds a bit hysterical, so let us consider the question calmly. 
Basically, is it wise to begin to lay down laws and regulations about 
any particular group? If we begin to say that married women can-_ ., 
not work, why shouldn’t we say next that men with an income of 
more than a certain sum shall not work, or that young people whose / 
parents are able to support them have no right to look for jobs? 
It seems to me that it is the basic right of any human being to work. 

Many women, after marriage, find plenty of work in the home. 
They have no time, no inclination or no ability for any other kind 
of work, — The records show that very few married women work 
from choice, that they are working only because a husband is il] 
or has deserted them, or there are special expenses caused by ill- 
ness or educational requirements in the home. They may even 
be fathers, mothers, sisters or brothers to be supported. It seems 
to me that it is far more important for us to think about creating 
more jobs than it is for us to worry about how we are going to 
keep any groups from seeking work.
